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1 . The lack of unity/election of species requirement of the last Office action is 
adhered to and made final for the reasons of record. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either of the patents to Taguchi et al. (WO 03/066756) or Miyamoto et al. 

(EP 1 378 550). See the Foreign Search Report submitted on 04/30/2009 for a listing of 
the pertinent portions of these patents. 

These patents teach inks for inkjet printing which can comprise a solvent, a dye 
of applicants' formula (3) and a betaine of applicants' formula (A). The experimental 
modification of this prior art in order to ascertain optimum operating conditions fails to 
render applicants' claims patentable in the absence of unexpected results. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 2 and 1 2 of U.S. Patent No. 
7,291 ,212. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because when the claims of this patent are read in light of its 
specification, one of ordinary skill in this art learns that the betaine compound can 
comprise applicants' formula (A).
